With William H. Wagoner 


Monday, April 30, will bring the last of this year’s fine 
Screen Tours. As in the past this “tour” will be held at Third 
Baptist Church, Grand and Washington at 8:15 p.m. With 
William and June Wagoner we will climb to the top of our 
highest mountain, swim with fish at the bottom of the sea; 
seek out wild orchids in shadowy jungles, birds in forest and 
swamp, beauty in the desert, big game in the Rockies. __ 

Starting off: with the common things of nature found along 
quiet woodland trails, ‘“‘Wanderland” reaches its climax in the 
majestic grandeur of nature at such places as Rainbow Bridge 
and Grand Canyon. The film is full of contrast—changing sea- 
sons in the Jersey pine barrens, undersea coral reefs of Florida, 
bird life in the Everglades, the Southwest desert in bloom, 
timberline trails in the Sierra Nevada, big game in the Rockies, 
pack trips into remote canyons of Utah and Arizona. A 
spectacularly photographed film of our country’s vast wilder- 
ness and its bird, animal and plant inhabitants. 


Reared in rural New Jersey near that wilderness area 
known as the “pine barrens’, William H. Wagoner has from 
earliest childhood had a deep appreciation not only for the 
creatures of the wild but for their environment—land, sea and 
sky. A keen desire to capture this fascinating world of animals, 
plants and scenery led at the age of twelve to the hobby of 
photography. In a few more years his photographs were ap- 
pearing in magazines, exhibits, salons and the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York City. 


Mr. Wagoner and his wife, June, operate as a team. Much 
of their time is spent climbing mountains, exploring the under- 
sea coral reefs and back-packing into the remote wilderness 
areas of our country, traveling by truck, trailer and by foot. 
Their film-lectures are alive with the joy of life, a love of 
action and an enthusiasm for nature. This quality, combined 
with a rare talent for making every scene a composition of 
dramatic beauty, makes their program an inspirational experi- 
ence for every audience.
